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REMARKS 

Applicant thanks the Examiner for indication that drawings filed on 
February 8, 2005, have been approved. 

The indication that claims 20 and 24 are drawn to the allowable subject 
matter is also noted with appreciation. 

Claims 15 to 19, 21 to 24, and 26 are currently active in the application. 
By the present amendment claim 15 has been amended to incorporate the 
limitations of allowable claim 20. Claim 20 has been canceled and Claim 24 has 
been amended to correct the dependency. Since the present amendment is a mere 
incorporation of allowable claims into independent claim, no new issues are 
introduced. 

Claims 15-19. 21-23 and 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Carey et al. (U.S. Patent 6,266,218 Bl). This rejection is 
respectfully traversed based on the above amendment. 

Responding to the rejection, claim 15 has been amended to incorporate the 
limitations of allowable claim 20. In the Office Action the Examiner indicated 
that claims 20 and 24 are drawn to the allowable subject matter and therefore as 
amended claim 15 now is distinguishable over the reference to Carey et al. 
Additionally, the dependency of claim 24 has been amended since 20 has been 
canceled. Applicant respectfully submits that the rejection is moot in a view of 
the present amendment. The Examiner is respectfully requested to reconsider the 
application and allow the application. 

In view of the foregoing, it is respectfully requested that the application be 
reconsidered, that claims 15 to 19, 21 to 24, and 26 be allowed, and that the 
application be passed to issue.
